Our private Charity 
may indeed hide a multitude of Miſcar- 
riagess but publick Juſtice can cover none: 
Nay, Offenders will but ſtill grom more 
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vile and contemptible, while they lurk under the 
2 ſhelter of Favour and Partiality. But the whole 
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aim is, that a Biſhop of the Catholick Church, in 
all Proſecutions which may reach to degrade or 


deprive him, may be condemned and judged in the 


higheſt and moſt ſolemn Court 1hat belongs to Ec- 
cleſiaſtical Diſcipline ,, and I hat in this Nation, is 
the Court of Convocation. Such a Power 1s of too 
dangerous a Conſequence to be lodg'd in one ſingle 


| Breaſt ;, all the Biſhops that are, or ever ſhall be 


in England, are concern d that it ſhould not be ſo : 
Nay, the Metropolitan himſelf, has little reaſon

him give never ſo much proof of his Imegrity, and

So when the L. H. met purſuant to their own 
Adjournments, they were in derifion ſtiled the 
Aſſembly. To irritate the Diſſenters againſt 
them, they muſt be termed the High-Church , 


From whom the Diſſenters muſt expect nothing but 


Severity and Perſecution. Thus was their Cha- 
rafter toſſed from one Extream to another, as it 
beſt ſerved thoſe Author's purpoſes, who were 


employed to expoſe them. But whoſoever makes 


any ſincere inquiſition into their temper, will find 
their Principles neither looſe nor immoderate : 
they are ſor the Biſpp's keeping up all the legal 
Authority of their Order without any diminution ; 
but they cannot but be concerned, if they find all

nably wiſh. But at the ſame time it ought to be 
conſidered that there is a great deal of difference 
between Liberty and Encouragement ; And tho 
a quiet Diſſenting Sei may be winked at, yet, as 
Her Majeſty has declar d at the Cloſing of the 
Laſt Parliament, Conformity alone ought to quali- 
fie for Favours and Publick Truſt. Had this com 
mendable and prudent mean between countenance 
and perſecution been but entirely obſerved in our 
Late Reigns, tis more than probable, that by this 
time our differences with the Diſſenters had inſen- 
fibly worn off ;, and, like two moderate and ſtill 
Streams, we ſhould, without noiſe, or an angry 
word, bave united in the ſame Channel. 
But while by the miſtaken Policy of our Princes, 
the Diſſenters were always uſed in the Extreams 
of Rigor and Kindneſs, it was impoſſible to find 
them in ſuch a Calmneſs of mind as is requiſite 
for Healing and Agreement : for if Severity made 
them ene while obſtinate, Favour and Intereſt in 
| the Government, at another time made them proud,

in Law, is not Simony? returning the 
Money, or which is the ſame thing re- 
mitting the Bond, will, 1 doubt, be but 
a ſmall mitigation ; eſpecially when 
this favour to the Clerk is not ſhewed, 
before the Intrigue is detected ; as in 
this caſe Mr. John Lloyd Swears, that 
the Bond was not delivered to the Bo, 
and conſequently not to Oliver Omen, 
but about a Fortnight before the Me- 
tropolitical Viſitation, which was lon 
after this Secret took Wind, and the 
Clergy had complained of it.

Bat Quere, if the BY had apply'd this 
Money for the Recovery of Llanywllyy, 
as he pretended, whether the ſame

ſity, had no extraordinary Merit to re- 
commend him to ſuch an unuſual Fa- 
vour, as to have the Profits of a Liv- 
ing reſerved for his uſe ſo long before 
he was Canonically qualify'd to re- 
petve them. 


In the next place ſhall be hewed how 


the Bp diſpoſed of the Sinecure of 


Comb, which became vacant about the 
beginning of Summer (96) And here 
by the way, 1 muſt crave leave to re- 
«ay That Sinecures as well as Dig- 
nities, ſeem to be deſigned for the En- 
couragement of the moſt deſerving 
Clergy in the Dioceſs; and they have

therfore it may not be amiſs in the firſ 
place, to ſhew youthe qualifications of 
one Roger Witlzams upon whom the 
Bp wel this Sinecure.

i move his Compaſſion: I ſhall not fur- 
ther

ther anticipate his Curioſity, but leave 
him to be ſatisfy'd according to Facts 
and Evidence. 
To prove this Head, one notable 4* * 
' Inſtance ſhall be produc'd, how the 
Bp uſed one Robert Loyd, a poor Cler- 
gy-man, and forcd him to reſign a 
Living of 50 J. per Anz. called Eglwy- 
ſvach, in exchange for a Vicar Cho- 
ralls Place, worth about 30 J. per Ann.
